REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

Claims 38, 39, 43 and 45 were finally rejected in an office action mailed October 16, 

2003. Claims 40-42, 44 and 46-56 were indicated as containing allowable subject 
matter in the final rejection mailed October 16, 2003. The final rejection of claim 38 is 
with drawn in view of arguments made by applicant in the appeal brief filed January 29, 

2004. The following arguments were persuasive: those on page 5 of the brief and in 
lines 3-20; those beginning in line 21 of page 5 of the brief and ending in line 21 of page 
6 of the brief; and those beginning on page 8, line 3 of the brief and ending on page 9, 
line 19 of the brief. 

In view of claim 38 being allowable, claims 39, 43 and 45, which all depend from claim 
38, are too allowable. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
